ACusical Clochs. 


The vogue of the musical box. even in 
this wireless and phonographic age, is evi- 
dently not extinct, for I have just been 
listening to one of the new musical clocks 
and I could not help comparing it with a 
beautiful Irish-made masical ack of the 
eighteenth century.

After 
striking each hour it also chimes six 
tunes. They are written round the dial in 
small black lettering thus—‘‘ Minnet. 
march, jigg, air, minuet, gavot.” Modern 
musical clocks may outrival their fore- 
runners in all sorts of ingenious mecha- 
nical devices and in tune variety, but T 
do not think ;their workmanship can yet 
he comvared with the wonderful intricacy 
of the hand-work and the artistic minute- 
ness of design of the older instruments. 


Coloured Wash. 


While motoring through the souih 
recently I noticed that pretty coloured 
washes lately seem to have become in- 
creasingly popular with our cottiers. The 
traditional whitewashed .cottage with 
thatched roof, indeed, seems in danger of 
disappearing in parts of the country, and 
in its place we find cottages with pink and 
blue and orange-shaded walls. One small 
village street, which, until recently, was 
a long line of white, I found broken up 
into different shades of red, pink. rose, 
orange and blue.

While 
the tomato, he reminds me. is a glutton, 
requiring liberal supplies of “food” and 
drink, it is a product the demand for 
which increases every year, and which is 
specially rich in the kinds of vitamins 
upon which a special value is placed by 
the medical profession. My friend says 
that, even apart from the import taxes, 
the Irish soil and climate are well adapted 
to profitable tomato production. 


About Turn. 


The graceful manner in which Mr. 
Baldwin recently recovered himself from 
a slip of the tongue, which substituted 
Worcester for London at a recent banquet.

SHAKESPEARE’S KNOWLEDGE 
OF MUSIC, - 


Mr. Bernard Shillman, in the course of a 
lecture-recital on ‘‘ Shukespeare—In Music 
and Poetry,” delivered under the auspices of 
the Leinster Society of Organists and Choir- 
masters, in the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music, Dublin, last Saturday night, quoted 
from various Shakespearian plays to illus- 
trate Shakespeare's knowledge and apprecia- 
tion of music, and said that it was much to 
be regretted that the original music to all of 
Shakespeare’s dramatic songs should have 
perished. They had little knowledge about 
who were the composers of the music for the 
songs and dances, but there could be little 
doubt that Thomas Morley, John Wilson, 
and R. Johnson had a hand in the writing 
of the music. John Dowland, who was, it 
was telieved, born in Dublin, and was of 
Irish descent, must certainly have had a 
hand in setting the music for some of the 
songs. 

Mr. Robert J. Ross, who presided in the 
auvsence of Mr. W. H. V. Barry, President 
of the Society, said that the honorary degree 
of Mus. Doc., which had been conferred by 
the National University on Mr. Vincent 
O’Brien, one of their vice-presidents, was an 
which the Society felt justly 
proud. (Applause.) 

Before the lecture Mr. 8. W. Greig, 
A.R.C.O., gave a recital of old English 
organ music.

ONE OF A FAMILY OF 
NINETEEN. 


On March 10th, 1932, was celebrated the 

100th birthday of Mrs, Burton, of Newtown 
Park, Co. Dublin. Mrs. Burton, whose resi- 
dence is a 200-year-old Georgian house, 
hidden belund a screen of trees, is regarded 
with affectionate pride by the people of 
Newtown, a villace scarcely five miles from 
the centre of Dublin, yet off the map, and as 
untouched by the bustle of metropolitan 
movement as if the city were unknown to 
its wmbhabitants. Often in the week the 
villagers look through their windows and 
come to their doors, all eager to watch a 
Jow-built phaeton drawn by two small hay 
ponies with long tails passing through the 
village. The occupants of this carriage are 
Mrs. Burton and her son. 
_ Mrs. Burton first came to live at Newtown 
in 1836 when she was four years of age. She 
was born in 1832 at Elm Park, Co. Dublin, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Close 
Her parents reared a numerous family. . It is 
related that during an epidemic of fatal dis- 
ease when Miss Adelaide Close (Mrs. Burton) 
was a child, six of her brothers and sisters 
were swept away within a fortnight. When 
the last of the six children was being interred 
the clergyman who had recited the Burial 
Service over them, in commiseration with 
their mother, said to her, “I hope you have 
other children.” Said Mrs. Close, “ Thank 
God, I have a dozen left.” She was. in 
fact, the mother of nineteen children.  - 

Miss Adelaide Close married Mr. John 
Power Burton, of Burton Hall, Co. Carlow 
who, after retiring from the Indian Army. 
became land agent to his brother. head of 
the Burton family and holder of the Carlow 
estate. For many years Mrs. Burton and her 
family lived abroad—on the Continent and in 
England.

' PEAKING at the annual exhibition of 
recent wequisitions, which took piace at 
the National Gallery, Dublin, on Satur- 

day afternoon, President de Valera said that 
since Dr. Bodkin took up office as Director 
the Gallery’s collection had been increased by 
no fewer than 245 works of art, many of 
which were of the greatest importance, and 
were such that the richest countries in the 
world might envy. 

“It may be thought by some people,” he 

said, “that in the present times of unparal- 
leled economic stress we cannot afford to 
concern ourselves with art. I would agree 
that we cannot afford to indulge in lavish 
expenditure, but when it is realised that this 
superb collection of pictures has been built up 
and maintained at an annual cost of some- 
thing more than a farthing a head of our 
population, and that it is available for the 
delight and instruction of every citizen of 
the State, no one can accuse the Oireachtas 
of extravagance in this respect. The yearly 
grant for purchase is only a thousand pounds, 
and the total cost of administration is less 
ms that oí any comparable gallery in the 
world.”’ 
History showed, he continued, that States 
which neglected to foster art sank speedily 
into decay, because they deprived themselves 
of one of the most potent sources of inspira- 
tion. Among a people where art was culti- 
vated the highest k‘-d of industry wonld 
always flourish, because art affected every 
form of manufacture. 


NATIONAL PORTRAITS. 
The Gallery, besides containing a great 
general collection of pictures worthily repre- 
senting the chief schools of Europe, had also 
a collection of special interest to lrishmen— 
the national portraits. This section, though 
rather neglected in the past, had lately 
gained: a large number of interesting and 
valuable works, and he was glad to see that 
on the Em occasion it had been increased 
by the fine group of portrait drawings which 
Dr. Bodkin recently acquired at the sale of 
Lady Gregory's collection, and by the strikin 
bust of the late Mr. John Redmond, modelle 
by Mr. Doyle Jones, and presented by Mr. 
P. M. Stewart. 

Dr. Bodkin, after thanking the President 
for his attendance and for the interest which 
the Government had always taken in the 
National Gallery, described the acquisitions 
which had been made during the year. 
The chief picture, in size and importance, 
was a large landscape painted by Corot and 
Daubigny in 1853. Both artists were evi- 
dently proud of this remarkable collaboration, 
as they signed it separately in somewhat 
emphatic manner, and it was mentioned in all 
the chief books on Corot. It was sold at 
Christie’s several years ago for some hundreds 
of pounds, but last autumn, owing to the fall 
Bodkin) was able to 
obtain it for the ridiculously low sum of £55. 
The picture by Pietro Longhi was one of 
his happiest efforts, and filled an important 
gap in the Gallery’s representation of the 
enetian school. The picture, which showed 
the artist painting a girl in his studio, was 
well known to critics, and had passed through 
several important English collections before it 
was acquired for the Irish Gallery. 
Another addition was ‘‘ The Entry into the 
Ark,’’ by Leandro Bassano, another Venetian, 
and was the first example which the Gallery 
had obtained of pure Venetian landscape. it 
was originally attributed to the artist’s more 
celebrated father, Jacobo. 
Dealing with the other new pictures, Dr. 
Bodkin drew attention to the water-colour 
drawing of the Speaker entering the Irish 
House of Commons. It was drawn by Frans 
Wheatly in 1782, and was unquestionably his 
masterpiece in the medium of water-colour.

GREGORY COLLECTION. 

In addition, Dr. Bodkin said, he had been 
fortunate in buying at the sale of ‘the late 
Lady Gregory’s possessions fourteen pencil 
or wash drawings of the most distinguished 
figures connected with the Irish literary 
revival by the late J. B. Yeats, Robert 
Gregory and others. The drawings included 
portraits of W. B. Yeats, Douglas Hyde, J. 
M. Synge, Standish O'Grady, Edward 
Martyn, Padraic Colum, George Russell and 
‘‘ John Eglinton.” Owing to a rule of the 
Portrait Gallery, however, the portraits of 
those still living would not be publicly ex- 
hibited. He had also acquired two drawings 
of Michael Davitt and William O’Brien, 
which were done by Sir William Orpen in 
1904. 

He expressed the thanks of the Governors 
to Mr. Healy, former Secretary to the Board 
of Works, who had presented a fine marble 
bust of the first Baron Plunket (by 
Christopher Moore) , and to Sir Halley Stewart, 
who had given the bronze bust of the late 
John Redmond by Mr. F. Doyle Jones. 

Since he became Director of the Gallery, 
he said, he had endeavoured to set his face 
against the acquisition of any but first-class 
pictures for the general collection, but, with 
regard to the National Portrait section, he 
felt that it was necessary occasionally to 
admit paint.ngs of small esthetic importance, 
when thaí were the only available representa- 
tions of distinguished Irishmen. Nevertheless, 
the National collection continued to grow 
apace on the very meagre grant provided for 
the purchase of pictures, 

‘Tt has,” said Dr. Bodkin, “ already out- 
grown its available accommodation, and for 
the past five or six years my Board have 
pressed for an extension of the Gallery's pre- 
mises. They recognise, no doubt, that the 
times are not wholly propitious, but I think 
I am justified in saving that they feel that 
the best interests of the State will not be best 
served by a continued postponement of the 
difficulty. The treasures of art which the 
Free State is fortunate in possessing can only 
be utilised to best advantage when they are 
adequately displayed.”’ |

PROPAGANDA. 


On Monday night last the Commerce 
Society reverted to its usual day of meeting, 
and, with Mr. J. G. Henderson, B.Comm., 
in the chair, debated the motion, ‘‘ That the 
Aims of Labour are attainable only im a 
Socialist state.”

The great success of the day was due 
in particular to the efficient organising by 
Mr. D. M. Fitzpatrick, 8.J., the Secretary of 
the Society On Wednesday afternoon next 
in the College of Science Professor A. 
O’Farrelly, M.A., F.I.C., will read a paper 
on ‘Organic Chemistry in Industry.”’ This 
will be the last meeting of the Society this 
term, but the meetings will be resumed in 
February with a series of papers by second- 
year students.

The public needs 
very little prompting when it has any chance 
of seeing its favourites in the flesh; they 
have only to be recognised in the streets to 
obtain a reception which would hardly be 
accorded to royalty. The hysteria which a 
Mary Pickford or a Tom Mix can call forth on 
these occasions is a strange thing in itself, 
but it goes a long way towards explaining 
the present condition of the cinema, 

It would not be surprising to learn that 
one reason why the quality of films is so 
deplorably low is that the producers have no 
incentive to improve them. For a very large 
number of ple the main interest im a 
film is not in the story at all, but in the 
principal actor or actress, and the American 
‘star’’ system has grown directly out of 
this. The scenario is carefully built up 
round the central figure; its only purpose is 
to exploit to the best advantage his or her 

rticular form of “ appeal,” and the result 
Bá been that some of the greatest box-office 
successes have not been worth crossing the 
street to see for their own sake. 


INTIMATE DETAILS. 


The public cannot have too much of their 
“ stars’: not only will the more enthusiastic 
“ fans” go to see the same picture again and 
again, but they will demand to know the 
most iutimate and trivial details of the 
private lives of their favourites. The 
popular film weeklies are very illuminating 
on this point, and so are the news bulletins 
sent out at frequent intervals by the 
principal companies. 

From some of the more recent of these, for 
example, one gathers that Adrienne Ames 
was presented with some gold nuggets after 
a visit to a mine; that Wynne Gibson is 
collecting autographs for her boy friend, and 
that Kate Smith tried dieting once, but gave 
it up Because it made her feel nervous. 
“ Everyone in Hollywood ” (we are further 
informed) ‘‘has been wondering how Guy 
Kibbee,. the lovable, humorous character 
actor, has been able to register that infectious 
grin so consistently on the screen.” Well, he 
gets into the proper frame of mind for such 
“ shots’? by day-dreaming of his favourite 
sport—fishing—and the curious thing is that 
there are hundreds of thousands of people 
who are probably very interested to know it. 
Joan Blondell is very excited about her new 
home, which is perched on one of Holly- 
wood’s highest hills, and affords a truly 
magnificent view. ‘‘ Her fan following,” this 
note concludes, with much truth, “ indicates 
that a long and successful screen career 1s 
assured.”’ i 

Hero-worship is no new thing; but has it 
ever reached such lengths as in the present 
age? It is both comic and sinister at once; 
for this interest in the personalities of such 
people seems to have passed from the stage 
of legitimate curiosity, and to have deve- 
loped on such a scale that one almost feels 
alarmed at it. The worship of the film 
“star” is now widespread, and it does not 
seem to be a very healthy cult. 


DUBLIN PROGRAMMES. 


The best feature at the Savoy this week is 
a short Laurel and Hardy film. These 
comedians were disappointing in their recent 
long picture, “‘Beau Chumps,”’ but '' Come 
Clean” is in quite their old uproarious 
style.

ARMY EQUITATION 
SCHOOL. 


TWENTY-NINE PRIZES WON 
ON AMERICAN TOUR. 


During their American tour the Free State 
Army jumping team won seven first prizes, 
seven seconds, seven thirds, five fourths, two 
fifths and one sixth prize, a total of twenty- 
nine prizes in all. Seven of these prizes 
were won at Boston, twelve at New York, 
and ten at Toronto. Their most notable 
success included the Westchester Cup and 
Thousand Dollar Stake at New York, the 
Open Sweep at Toronto, and the Nations’ 
Cup and International Military Trophy—the 
Blue Ribbon of this famous Show—at Boston. 

The successes of the team on this American 
tour has made the 1932 season a record one 
for the Army team since the formation of the 
Army Equitation School in 1926. It could, 
indeed, be claimed that the Irish team have 
proved themselves to be the military jumping 
champions .of the world ”" year. It is not 

nerally recognised that Ireland this year 

as produced a team that has won no less 
than three nations’ cup (or international 
military trophies) in one season—at Lucerne, 
Dublin and Boston. In addition to. these 
major trophies the Irish Army team has won 
64 other prizes in international military 
jumping this year. The fact that these 
su were gained against the best horses 
and the ‘crack’’ riders of the world would 
in any circumstances reflect great credit on 
Irish horseflesh and Irish horsemanship. It

PROGRESS OF THORACIC 
SURGERY. 


THE OPERATION DESCRIBED. 


The inaugural meeting of the Biologica: 
Society of the Royal Colleges of Physicians 
and Surgeons was held on Saturday evening 
at the Royal College of Surgeons, when the 
President-elect, Mr. J. Owens, F.,R.C.S.1., 
delivered his address on ' The Progress of 
Thoracic Surgery.”” Mr. A. B. Clery, 
F..R.C.8.1., presided. _ 

Mr. Owens described the operation, which, 
he said, was well known to the ancient 
Greeks, but which had gone out of fashion 
until revived by Sir Clifford Albert some two 
hundred years ago. The operation, he said, 
could be performed without putting the 
patient to sleep; in fact, the local anesthetic 
was the only method that should ever be used. 
The origin of the infection was often pneu- 
monic, and the best resulis were to be 
obtained by not rushing the operation. 

Mr. Owens’s address was illustrated by 
several interesting lantern slides.

The letter was written in block . capitals, 
and---warned the management of the con- 
sequences of showing “ imperialistic pictures.’

The ‘raider took the reel out to ‘the yard 
adjoining the hall and set the film alight. 
Uivic Guards were quickly on the scene, ‘but 
when they arrived the film was almost 
entirely burned. There’ was much police 
activity following the incident, but no arrests 
have been ‘made up to the present. 

It is believed that, while only one man 
took part in the actual raid, . others were 
posted at the entrance to the Town Hall. 

Copies of the film which was burned already 
had been shown in Dublin, Cork, Limerick 
and »ther centres in the Free State without 
interference,

Russia and Japan. 

While the problems and crises of the 
Western European Powers are being dis- 
cussed under the fierce. search-light of 
modern ‘‘publicity.”’ events in Soviet 
Russia, except in so far as they are of a 
‘‘ sensational ” nature, rarely find their 
way into the daily newspapers. Yet 
policies are being formulated in Moscow 
which may have a decisive influence on 
the future of the human race; and it is 
well-that every European should recognise 


the upheavals of the last sixteen years, 
Russia still is a great Power. She has an 
enormous army, with almost inexhaustible 
reserves; a navy, the strength of- which 
nobody seems to know precisely, and a 
large Air Force, which, from all accounts, 
seems to be dangerously efficient, Russia’s 
attitude towards current problems,. there- 
fore, cannot. be left out of consideration. 
It is of particular interest in regard to 
affairs in the Far East, where the dispute 
between China and Japan is giving rise 
to grave anxiety. When this dispute 
began most students of Far Eastern 
affairs assumed for two reasons that 
Soviet Russia would adopt an attitude 
of hostility to Japan’s claims in 
Manchuria. In the first place, Russia 
has not forgotten the Russo-Japanese 
war; and in the next place, the principles 
of the Third International, with their 
insistence on _ self-determination, are 
entirely opposed to Japanese interference 
pin Manchurian affairs. To the general 
surprise, however, Russia has wmain- 
tained a discreet silence throughout the 
heated discussions, that have been in pro- 
gress in Geneva and elsewhere, concerning 
the establishment of Manchukuo as a 
separate State by the Japanese, and the 
virtual certainty that this State will be- 
come little more than a Japanese 
Protectorate. Not only have Stalin and 
his colleagues refrained’ from abuse of 
Japan, which was one of the outstanding 
features of their campaign against 
‘Imperialism ”; but they actually have 
been taking pains to respect Japanese 
susceptibilities in every possible way. 

Competent observers of the situation 
have. little doubt that Soviet Russia is 
contemplating a treaty with Japan. 
Already pacts of “ non-aggression "’ have 
been made with most of Russia’s neigh- 
bours, and there seems to be every chance 
that an arrangement might be made with 
Japan, based on recognition of Japanese 
rights in Manchuria. If Japan should 
leave the League of: Nations in con- 
sequence of Geneva’s refusal to give its 
blessing to her Manchurian policy,’a pact 
with Soviet Russia would be of enormous 
importance, especially if Japan, on her 
side, should extend much needed credits 
to the Russians. In such circumstances, 
Japan could afford to snap her fingers at 
the rest_of the world, and the power of 
the League of Nations would be impaired 
very considerably From every point of 
view a Russo-Japanese entente would be 
a most disturbing factor in world affairs. 
It would result inevitably in the creation 
ofs#European alliances, and, above all, it 
would sound the death-knell of disarma- 
ment. Of course, there is no question of 
sentiment in the matter: Russia is 
desperately anxious to obtain foreign 
credits, and her political friendship will 
be sold to the highest bidder. For that 
reason, the attitude of the United States 
will be of unusual interest. It has been 
suggested that Governor Roosevelt, the 
President-elect, is inclined to be far more 
liberal in his attitude towards the Soviets 
than his predecessor. “There is even a 
possibility that the new Administration in 
Washington may recognise the Russian 
Government officially, thus coming into 
line with the other: Great Powers... In 
view of this possibility, which would give 
Russia new, and greatly desired, oppor- 
tunities, Stalin and his advisers hardly 
will be likely to make a bargain with the 
Japanese until they see how the land lies 
in Washington. In the meanwhile, they 
probably will maintain their present atti- 
tude of aloofness, carefully avoiding 
offence to the Japanese, on the one hand, 
and, on the other, encouraging American 
interest by every means in their power.

Art in Ireland, 

It is gratifying to learn that neither 
economic depression nor the atleged 
materialism of modern life has hindered 


of Ireland. Annually the Gallery holds 
an éxhibition of new acquisitions ; on every 
such occasion its progress is plotted, anil 
every year shows. something attempted, 
and something substantial.:done, for art 
in our country. The National Gallery of 
Ireland always has housed an admirable 
collection of paintings, which, when Ire- 
land. was still: a constituent part of the 
United Kingdom, was reckoned to be the 
finest collection in the British Empire 
outside London. To-day it is the gallery 
of a State, and, with the additions made 
during the past few years, holds anything 
but an unworthy national collection. 
Sometimes we wonder if Dublin realises 
that so many treasures of art are open to 
view behind the squat pillars of the 
National Gallery. Critics and connoisseurs

Their money 
pays for its upkeep—even if, as President 
de Valera pointed out at the exhibition on 
Saturday, the annual expenditure on 
it comes only to a trifle more than a 
farthing per head of the population. The 
fact seems to be that pictorial art never 


Dublin ; it never has appealed to even so 
small a public as that. which has a real 
and deep interest in letters or—a still 
smaller class—in music. 

Sooner or later, of course, perception 
will come, and the National Gallery will 
fulfil the réle for which it, in common 
with all other great public galleries, is 
designed. The recent omens are favour- 
able: within late years a constantly in- 
creasing, although still meagre, number 
of. visitors is beginning to find its way 
through the doors. May we hope that this 
enlarging trickle is evidence not only of a 
new Irish interest in the country’s 
collections, but of a new interest in 
pictorial art generally? Within twenty 
years Ireland has begun for the first time 
in her history to establish a definite school 
of national painters. Time must pass 
before its merits can be judged soberly ;

Hungarian Gold. 


According to the Budapest Corre. 
spondent of the Observer, British, French 
and American capitalists are nego- 
tiatimg with the Hungarian Govern- 
ment in respect of the proposed 
exploitation of gold deposits in 
the Danube Valley. So far, apparently, 
some four hundred claims have been 
staked by private speculators, and it is 
reported that substantial quantities of 
gold have been discovered. The 
Hungarians themselves are too poor to pay 
for the expensive machinery that will be 
necessary to work these gold fields 
properly; but certain machines already 
are available and have yielded satisfactory 
results. Hungary is one of the States that 
have suffered most severely since the War. 
She lost a huge proportion of her fo.:.er 
territory as a result of the Trianon Treaty, 
and her experiences under the Communist 
régame of Bela Kun impoverished her for 
many years. If now, however, even one 
half a grain of gold is found in every cubic 
metre of soil, many of Hungary’s most 
pressing problems will be solved: for the 
Government will be able to restore its 
currency almost immediately, and even to 
export gold to Hungary’s foreign cred:‘ors. 
There is a possibility, indeed, that the dis- 
covery of gold in large quantities in 
Europe might reduce the whole system )íÍ 
gold standards to the absurd: for if the 
Hungarians, or any other people, should 
decide suddenly to flood the market \, th 
gold, all the vast stocks which the United 
States of America have accumulated would 
become virtually valueless. Furthermore. 
the Magyars would not be likely to listen 
to the persuasive arguments of financiers 
in other countries; for they feel deeply 
aggrieved by their treatment since the 
War, and would not hesitate to fling a 
monkey wrench into the delicate 
machinery of international finance if the 
opportunity should arise.

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CAPTAIN AND MATE 
INJURED IN STORM.

DERRY, Sunday. 


A STIRRING story concerning an 
eighteen years old youth, who 
pluckily stood by the steering wheel when 
the captain mate were flung on the 
bridge and seriously injured during 4 
storm at sea, was told to-day by the crew 
of the steamer Nephrite, which reached 
De last night, four days behind 
schetluled time. | 

The vessel left Goole nine days ago with 
1,100 tons of coal for Derry, and en- 
countered heavy seas off Cape Wrath. 
Terrific waves broke over her, smashing 
the wheel-house, extinguishing the binnacle 
lights, and carrying part of the top of the 
bridge away. Captain Campbell, the 
master, and Wallace Sherwood, the mate, 
were thrown on the bridge. 

Hearing a whistle, William Clarke 
made his way to the bridge, where he 
found eighteen years old Richard Knott, 
of Goole, clinging to the wheel and blow- 
ing a whistle for assistance. The captain 
and mate were lying unconscious at his 
feet. 

It was then half-past two o’clock in the 
morning. Other members of the crew 
came to the assistance, and Second Mate 
McLean took charge. 

For six hours it was impossible to know 
the boat's ition, and nearly twenty 
hours passed before the crew, after a grim 
fight, got the vessel to Kyleakin, Isle of 
Skye. Here young Knott, who had been 
about thirty hours on his feet, collapsed 
under the strain. Sherwood was found to 
have a fractured skull, and he was rushed 
off to Inverness, a distance of ninety miles. 
The Captain, who was also in a serious 


condition, was landed at Oban, where 
Captain Mason was taken on as relief 
skipper. 

The journey was resumed, and on 


Friday night the vessel experienced further 
tempestuous weather, and had to lie at 
anchor off the Sound of Islay. Eventually 
the mouth of Lough Fovle was reached, 
and, with a pilot. from Innishowen Head, 
the boat completed the journey to Derry 
last night.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—The contents of the British 
Note on War debts—and also, of course, 
those of the French and other -notes—will, 
doubtless, be communicated without delay 
to the expiring Congress, which meets 
to-day for the opening of its final session. 
What action, if any, the President will 
recommend to Congress is not yet known. 
Still less is it known to what extent, if 
any, Congress is likely to be influenced by 
the President. All the reports agree in 
asserting that the arguments for.a sus- 
pension of the payment due on the 15th of 
this month, while they have deepened 
conviction in the minds of those who were 
already in favour of postponement, have 
so far had no other effect. 
It may well be, adds The Times, that 
during the forthcoming discussions in 
Congress there will be speeches made and 
expressions used which are little calcu- 
lated to promote good feeling between the 
two countries. Opinion in Great Britain 
must be prepared to take them in good 
part, with a fixed determination not to let 
them prejudice the future of Anglo- 
American relations. Now that the effect 
of these huge international, non-com- 
mercial payments is beginning to be 
realised on this side of the Atlantic, there 
is a natural tendency to be impatient +t 
the slow pace with which it is being 
realised on the other. 

In Great Britain, and to a still greater 
extent across the Channel it has taken the 
general public many years to appreciate 
that they were actually suffering from the

ANXIETY ABOUT 
IRELAND. 


CARDINAL MacRORY 
ON HIS VISIT. 
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From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
ARMAGH, Sunday. . 


Armagh, His Eminence Cardinal Mac- 
Kory imparted the Papal blessing to an 
exceptionally large congregation. 

The Cardinal said that he was delighted to 
see such a great gathering; for he knew that 
many of them had come specially to receive 
the Pope's blessing—a blessing. given not 
merely by the Pope’s authority, but in his 
name, Their coming in such numbers was 
one more proof of their loyalty and devotion 
lo the Vicar of Christ, the Father of 
Christendom. Such loyalty was to be ex- 
pected in Armagh; for their forefathers had 
learned it fifteen hundred years ago from St. 
Patrick, who had been sent to Ireland, either 
immediately or mediately, by the Pope of the 
time—that is, he was either sent directly by 
the Pope, or by a bishop in union with Rome, 
as was every missioner of the fifth century 
who left Italy or Gaul to plant the faith in 
other lands. St. Patrick was sent, and he 
taught the Irish people loyalty and devotion 
to the Vicar of Christ. That loyalty had 
continued through the ages, and, thank God. 
Armagh, was never more loyal to Christ's 
Vicar than it. was to-day, And what was 
true of Armagh was true of all Catholic Ire. 
land. , 

Continuing, His Eminence said that before 
he imparted the Papal Blessing they might, 
perhaps, wish. him to tell them something 
about the Holy Father. Well, he was very 
glad to be able to say that Pius XI. appeared 
to be in-fine health. He was still erect, firm 
of foot, and mentally alert. Considering his 
age—he was 75 on the last day of May last— 
and his laborious life, he was, indeed, 
wonderful, 


TWO AUDIENCES. 

His Eminence went on to say that he had 
the privilege of two long audiences, one soon 
aíter he arrived in Rome and the other 
shortly before he left. In both the Holy 
Father had spoken in the warmest terms of 
his dear Ivish children, their wonderful faith, 
devotion and generosity. i 

At the second audience Mis Eminence pre- 
sented a cheque for the Peter's Pence from 
the Archdiocese for the present year, and 
His Holiness commented with evident sur- 
prise and gratification that, notwithstdnding 
the very hard times, the amount was well up 
to the average contribution. The Holy Father 
was greatiy gratified at the success of the 
Eucharistic Congress, and spoke of it as a 
triumph of the Faith, a triumph for Our 
Eucharistic King and for Christ’s Church. 
He had learned all about it, not only from 
the Cardinal Legate and through the wire- 

_ less service, but from photographs and from 

bishops who, after attending the Congress, 
visited Rome. What pleased the Holy 
Father most was the deep devotion of the 
people, poor and rich, young and old, and 
the fact that not merely Dublin, but the 
whole .country, entered into the spirit and 
devotion of the celebration. 


COMMUNISM, 

His Eminence went on to say that. the 
Holy Father asked him how Ireland stood in 
regard to Communism, and that he replied 
what he believed, and believes still—that 
there are very few Communists in Ireland, 
but that the economic conditions here, as 
elsewhere, made the spread of Communism 
much easier than usual. When people are 
dissatisfied with existing. conditions they will 
readily grasp at anything that promises 
better times. The Holy Father urged him to 
be vigilant in the matter and to warn priests 
and people against these poisonous doctrines, 

His Eminence then appealed to the people 
of Armagh, more especially the young men, 
to have nothing to do with Communism. It 
made promises of liberty and equality 
for all, promises which it could never 
fulfil. In Russia it: gave only the equality 
of slaves to the State. But even if it 
could fulfil its promises in regard to 
material prosperity, no Catholic could 
touch it and remain a Catholic; for behind 
al] the fair promises lay a denial of the 
existence of God, a denial of heaven and 
hell, and of any future life. For the first 
time in the history of the world a great 
organised attempt was being made to deny 
the existence of a Supreme Being, to banish 
God from His world. Even paganism had 
its gods, but this Russian NÁ, gus rejected 
everything supernatural. 

His Eminence concluded by hoping and 
praying that Communism would never gain 
entrance to Armagh, and that, if ever it did 
appear there, it would speedily be wiped out. 

He then imparted the Papal Blessing.

DR. DOWNEY’S VIEWS.

to visualise the man who devoted himself to 
stirring up class hatred and class warfare at 
home as a sincere apostle of world peace. 

There was, tuo, a false patriotism which 
despised all foreigners, merely because they 
were foreigners, and which was represented 
by such sentiment as “ our country, right or 
* wrong. | This kind of exaggerated nationalism, 
@-which, unfortunately, was all too common in 
s Christian, countries to-day, was the spirit 
‘which bred mutual distrust between peoples, 
sand drove nations to compete with each other 
+ in the manufacture of armaments.” While it 
s existed, the war menace would be always 
ewith us. It was an unclean spirit, which 
+ must be exorcised if mankind was to enjoy 
“the blessings of peace and prosperity.

“ASPECT. 


DINNER. OF SAINT 
ANDREW SOCIETY. 


MPORTANT references to the present 
economic position of the Irish Free State 
were made by spéakers at the one 

hundred and first annual dinner of the 
Dublin Scottish Benevolent Society of St. 
Andrew, which was held in the Royal Hiber- 
nian Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday night. 

It was, in truth, a Scots night. The 
haggis was introduced with time-honoured 
ceremony, the skirl of the bag-pipes. The 
bill of fare included quaint dishes, such as 
“ Bubbly Jock and Grumphy;’’ ‘“ Roastit 
Tatties,” and ‘‘Sna’ Ba.” Over one 
hundred and sixty members and guests were 
present. 

When the toast of “ The King ” had been 
honoured, the Chairman (Alderman J. 
Hubbard Clark) spoke of the work of the 
Society. He said that during the year £200 
had been spent among their brethren who 
needed help. Scotland had been badly hit in- 
dustrially, and in consequence it was found 
that many Scotsmen came over to Ireland 
looking for jobs, which they were unable to 
find. They had to be assisted back to 
Scotland. The Society was doing a very 
good work, which should be supported. 

The toast of the Dublin Scottish Bene- 
volent Society of St. Andrew was proposed 
by the Rev. John Maclean, B.D., Dundee, 
who said that their Society served two great 
urposes—it fostered and quickened their 
ove of race and their afiection for the 
country that was the home of their race, 
and provided an outlet for the activities 
which such love engendered. It also pro- 
vided an organisation through which they 
might exercise the patriotic and Christian 
virtue of benevolence. 

The unemployment problem, he said, was 
very difficult to solve. Relief. schemes 
brought little hope, but he thought that the 
way that was richer in hope was that the State 
should do more in making the way easier for 
private enterprise. The Government should 
strive to lessen the burden on industry and 
commerce, as well as on the private indi- 
vidual, by the lowering of rates and taxes 
through a more drastic economy; to remove 
all unnecessary restrictions upon business 
activities; to provide easy credit facilities, 
even. by lending money without interest in 
some cases, would be wise policy, because of 
what it would save in unemployment relief 
grants,’ The present depression had harmful 
effects on the morale of the people. But 
the essential independence of the. character 
of the Scottish people still endured. The 
people were still sound to the core, and he 
never ceased to view with admiration the 
brave way in which they faced the dis- 
couragements of their present. lot. 

What really filled them with anxiety was 
the question of the future of the generation 
growing up since the war, who- had never 
endured the discipline of steady. work as their 
fathers had done. That question, which was 
essentially a spiritual one, called for the 
wisest thought and the most sympathetic care 
of every spiritual agency in the country, if 
the years to come were to be wmiade secure. 

NATIONALIST MOVEMENT. 

Speaking of the Nationalist movement in 
Scotland, he said it was only natural that 
such a movement should gather strength from 
the many discontents that sprang up in years 
of difficulty and discouragement. It was, 
perhaps, equaily natural. that the control 
should very largely ia'l into the hands of the 
extremists—natural, but regrettable. For 
inevitably the movement was splitting up, 
and the saner sections of the country were 
viewing it with feelings of grave doubt. The 
poley of centralisation in Ea had been 
carried too far, and ali shades of opinion were 
more or less unanimous that a certain measure 
of devolution was required: But between 
such remedy of administrative grievances and 
the separatism oí the extremists there was a 
wide gulf fixed. i 

The hope was that with a return oí genera! 
prosperity and a sane policy of devolution the 
movement would regain its balance, and turn 
its. energies into what must be its most 
fruitful direction—the fostering of all that 
is best and finest and most characteristic in 
the Scottish spirit. “The British Empire of 
the days of Queen Victoria had gone, to-day 
the British Commonwealth of Nations was 
something for which the history of the world 
had no parallel. He believed that in that 
new creation Scotland would be no ignoble 
partner, and that to its upbuilding her 
characteristic qualities and virtues would 
make no mean contribution. 

FREE STATE’S NEEDS. 

Senator the Right Hon. Andrew. Jameson, 
P.U., who proposed the toast ‘‘ Prosperity to 
the Irish Free State,” said that he could 
hardly imagine a more difficult toast at the 
present time, Every country was looking jor 
prosperity, and did not know where to find 
it, and the Free State was no worse than 
her neighbour, One of the greatest handicaps 
was the splitting of Ireland into two portions. 
They had also the handicap of being a very 
young nation. The Irish were an old people, 
but as a political entity the Free State was 
young. It was perfectly marvellous that the 
Free State established its position by a 
revolution. Not one of the Home Rule Bills 
brought forward would have given Ireland a 
decent chance of existence; they did not give 
the Irish people what they wanted. Things 
had changed, and it was up to the people 
to make their own prosperity. They were 
now a pure democracy, a system cf rule 
which was extraordinarily difficult to manage 
for the prosperity of the country. 

To-day business people in the Free State 
had many great troubles. They saw experi- 
ments tried on queer lines. He had not the 
slightest doubt that the present rulers were 
doing their best for the country, and were 
trying to evolve great prosperity, but in the 
experiments one suffered hard knocks, which 
made one remember the lines: “It is all very 
well to disserable your love, but why did 
you kick me downstairs?’’ The people 
who were trying those experiments were 
politically and economically ignorant, and 
they did not seem to understand the re- 
actions of the legislation they were passing. 
The people would have to get educated to 
know what was sound political and economic 
doctrine before they could expect to get out 
of their difficulties. They had got to get 
men in the country ‘who.-would speak the 
truth to the people, but they might be much 
poorer and more humble people before they 
got them 

LORD MAYOR’S APPEAL. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin, replying, ap- 
pealed to cag 2 goths to give work even to one 
extra man; for times were bad, and money 
Was scarce. The grass, he said, was grow- 
ing on parts of the North Wall and quay- 
sides that should be alive with workers, 

Sir Thomas Myles, C.B., spoke of changes 
in the economic system which strove to give 
the poorer man more share in the good 
things of life. He believed that there was 
a good future before the Free State, and 
he mentioned the Galway air port scheme, 
through which it is hoped to make a valuable 
connecting link with America and the Con- 
tinent. 

Replying to the toast of " The Guests,”’ 
proposed by Mr. D. Mellon, the President of 
the Royal College of Surgeons paid a tribute 
fo the warm hospitality of the Scottish 
people. Mr. John E. Healy also replied.

If the people were 
not. satisfied with the Government they had 
an alternative, and it was the people’s duty 
to get rid of the Government. 

Referring again to the land annuities, Mr. 
Ruttledge said :—‘‘ I promise you that, as far 
as the present Government is concerned, not 
one halfpenny of these annuities will ever be 
paid to Britain.”’ i | 

Continuing, he said that if public bodies 
did not avail of the Housing Act in order to 
solve the housing problem, it might be the 
duty of the Government to intervene and get 
over that problem. 


LAND DIVISION. 


Dealing with the question of land division, 
he said. that after Christmas a bill would be 
introduced which would aim at removing the 
legislative difficulties which the Government 
had to contend with in the administration 
of the Land Act in this country. 

Having established peace, the Government 
now was ruling the country without Coercion 
Acts. It was the Government’s. duty to see 
that there was peace in the country, and 
that the law was enforced. 

Mr. M. O’Cleary, T.D., referring to the 
statement made by Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, 
'T.D., that an honourable settlement with 
England could be made, said that the people 
were entitled to know from him what was 
the honourable settlement he talked about. 
President de Valera was trying hard to make 
a settlement, but he would not sign five 
million pounds over to the British. 


THE RAILWAYS. 


Dealing with the position of the railways, 
Mr. O’Cleary said that Cumann na nGaedheal 
allowed road services to crop up, and thereby 
reduced the income of the railways. The 
railways were going bankrupt, and the ‘bus 
companies were paying no dividends. At 
all costs the railways must be kept going.

VERDICT AT INQUEST. 


That Mr. Ashton died from fracture of the 
skull, caused by. haying. been accidentally 
knocked down by Mr. Conner’s motor car, 
and we ate of opinion that there was neglect 
on the part of the driver in failing to use his 
brakes, ‘apd that excessive speed was the 
causg Of fhe accident. —. . 

The above verdict was returned at the 
resumed Inquiry, which was heli! in Steevens’ 
Hospital, Dublin, last Saturday by Dr. 
Oswald Murphy itito the cause of the death 
of John Ashton, of "Th; Castle,” Bally- 
owen, Lucan, who was killed by a motor car 
near Chapelizod. “The car was driven by 
Mr. Henry {.. Conner, District Justice, on 
November 11 last. 

The Coroner’s Registrar’ (Mr. Maher) 
stated that the Attorney-General had inti- 
mated that criminal procvedings would not be 
taken in this case. 

Mrs. Annie Ashton told the Coroner that 
her husband had. been an engineer in the 
service .of. the Great Southern Railway 
Company. They were married last May. On 
the evening of Noyember,11 he went out on 
his moter cycle, the lamp of which was light- 
ing brilliantly. He was a careful cyclist. She 
had ridden pillion with him on previous 
occasions. - 

Guard Smith said that when he saw Mr. 
Ashton there was fio sign of life. Hé was 
lying in a pool of blood on the road, upon 
which there were marks” as if the bicycle 
had been dragged along. There was no light 
or reflector on the bicycle when he saw it 

Sergeant McGrath, Lucan, stated that Mr. 
Conner, in Chapelizod barrack, said that he 
was driving his car towards Dublin. He saw 
a lighted car approaching him, and he 
swerved to the left.to avoid the car, and 
struck the rear of the bicycle, which had no 
light on it. He reported the accident 
immediately to the Guards and sent for a 
clergyman. 

Mr. Conner told the Coroner that he was a 
District Justice at Castlerea, and was coming 
to Dublin. As he was approaching Chapelizod, 
at a rate not exceeding 25 miles per hour, he 
saw a car coming in the opposite direction. 
He turned out his head-lights, but he had his 
other lights on. ‘The other car did not dim 
its. light. . He turned. to the left side 
of the road to avoid the other car, 
and. struck the motor bicycle, which, 
so far as he could see, had no light on it. 
He did not suggest that the driver of. the 
other car, whose name he did not know, was 
responsible for the accident, io 

Cross-examined by Mr. K. Dockrell, K.C., 
who (instructed by Messrs. W. J, Shannon 
and Sons, solicitors). appeared for Mra.  Ash- 
tion, witness said that the bicycle and body 
were found a distance of over sixty feet 
from where Mr. Ashton was first struck, and 
the road bore marks’ where portions of the 
bicycle struck the ground between these 


points. 
A verdict, as stated, was returned.

A. Voice—They had no mandate to abolish 
the office. 

Mr. MacDermot said that he agreed, and 
added that, because of their vanity, the 
Fianna Fail Government had created a good 
deal of hostility in England by their treat- 
ment of the late Governor-General. 


THE ECONOMIC DISPUTE. 
Continuing, Mr. MacDermot spoke of the 
dispute with Great Britain, and said that the 
Government, instead of approaching the pro- 
blem in the right way, had proceeded to ac- 
cuse Cumann na nGaedheal of treachery and 
the English Government of having perpetrated 
a gigantic swindle on this country.
